Russian Radio Stations Advise Vessels 
From Siberia of Routes 
Freest From Ice, 

LONDON, Oct. . Wireless telegraphy 
has opened a polar sea route from Cen- 
tral Russia to Great Britain. Wireless 
ctations established by the Russian Gov- 
ernment in the arctic keep the vessels 
advised as to the channels freest fron: 
ice, Acting on their information, two 
large vessels chartered by a Siberia: 
trading company have just arrived at 
Grimsby with cargoes from the Yenesei 
and Obi districts of Central Siberia, val- 
ued at $1,750,000. The Obi and Yenesei 
are huge rivers with a great depth of 
water, taking steamers of any size. But 
it was not Until lately that their naviga- 
tion was put in practice. 

Owing to the use of the trans-Siberian 
Railway by the Russian Government for 
war supplies, there are 3,000,000 tons of 
wheat held up in Siberia, besides enorm- 
ous quantities of other produce.

IRON AND STEEL 
MILLS UNABLE 10 
SUPPLY DEMAND 


Virtually Every Blast Furnace in 
Country Working Day and 
Night to Capacity. 


BUSINESS DOUBLED IN YEAR 


Practically Impossible to Buy 
for Immediate Delivery at 
Any Plant in Country. 


By Associated Press. 
EW YORK, Oct. %.—So great has 


been the general revival in the iron 
and steel trade of the United States, it 
was said by authorities yesterday, that 


with virtually every blast furnace and 
steel mill in the country working night 
and day to capacity, the demand for 
iron, steel and steel products cannot be 
satisfied and it is today almost impos- 
sible to buy, for immediate delivery, 
pig iron, scrap or ingots in sizable quan- 
tities at any industrial plant in the 
county. 

The revival, which began about July 
1, has been coming on rapidly, with a 
deluge of orders since the middle of 
August, and may not yet have reached 
its high mark. 

Within these three months the price 
of pig iron, long regarded as the ba- 
rometer of trade, has increased approx- 
imately 35 per cent and that of steel and 
steel products—except steel 
gone up about 15 per cent. 

Demand in Excess of Capacity. 

“At the present time the demand for 
pig iron and for various lines of steel 
is in excess of the producing capacity 
of the furnaces and mills of the United 
States, reads a statement issued by 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation. The 
manufacturers are unable to make de- 
liveries entirely satisfactory to the pur- 
chasers with respect to a large majority 
of the different kinds of finished steel. 

„There is nothing to indicate that 
there will be a decrease in the demand 
for any of these products for some time. 
While prices received are still low, they 
have been and are increasing and ap- 
parently will go higher so that fair and 
reasonable profits may be expected. 
“Of course these very satisfactory 
conditions are more or less affected by 
the war business, so-called, yet it is 
undoubtedly true that there is a better 
keeling throughdut the fron and ste?! 
trade than has been experienced for 
some years past.” 

Volume of Business Doubled. 

Those who have followed the rising 
fortunes of iron and steel within the 
past 12 months asserted today that the 
volume of business, both domestic and 
foreign at present, is more thaa double 
what it was a year ago and that there 
are today 175,000 men employed at iron 
and steel plants throughout the United 
States who were not on the payrolls a 
year ago. This is about 50 per cent in- 
crease. 

To find a parallel for the greater ac- 
tivity in the iron and steel trade, it was 
said today, it was necessary to go back 
eight years to the middle of 1907. _ 

Steel and steel products are rolling 
out of the mills today at the rate of 
50,000,000 tons a year, it is conservative- 
ly estimated, and iron is being manu- 
factured at the rate of 40,000,000 tons. At 
the present time, it is estimated, there 
are employed in the producing end of 
the industry approximately 525,000 men. 


FIGHT ON RATS COST $4,500,000

last year in an effort to make New Or- 
leans rat-proof and prevent the re- 
appearance of bubonic plague, according 
to an announcement made here today 
by Dr. R. H. Creel of the United, States 
Public Health Service in charge of the 
work. The number of )buildings, made 
rat-proof is 74,526. About 7000 old build- 
ings have been demolished and work is 
progressing on 39,301. Approximately 
37,000 buildings still are to be made rat- 
proof.

SELECTING A NEW 
FRENCH CABINET 


Leaders Are Called Into Confer- 
ence After Viviani Ministry 
Resigns Collectively. 


PARIS, Oct. 29.—President Poin- 
care today received the formal col- 
lective resignation of the entire 
Viviani ministry, giving official form 
to the decision of the Cabinet yes- 
terday to retire. The President re- 
quested Aristide Briand to form 


new Cabinet. 

At a meeting held in the Foreign 
Office this morning under the presi- 
dency of M. Viviani, the decision was 
reached to submit the resignations 
collectively. 

M. Briand immediately took up the 
work of forming a new ministry, 
which already was well advanced in 
anticipation of President Poincare's 
formal request. 

One of M. Briand’s first conferences 
brought together former Premiers 
Emil Combes, Leon Bourgeois and 
Jules Meline; Denys Cochin, Alexan- 
dre Ribot, Marcel Sembat and Jules 
Guesde, members of the present Cab- 
inet, and Etienne Clementel and Prof. 
Paul Painleve, all of whom are ex- 
pected to figure in the personnel of 
the new Cabinet. 

M. Briand conferr@i later with Jules 
Cambon, who was Ambassador to Ger- 
many at the outbreak of the war and 
is expected to take an important part 
in the Briand ministry-as géneral secre- 
tary of the Foreign Office. In this ca- 
pacity he is to give special attention to 
diplomatic questions arising from the 
war. 

M. Briand requested his colleagues to 
confer again with him late in the after- 
noon when it was expected a definite 
conclusion would be reached concern- 
ing distribution of the various port- 
folios. 

M. Viviani’s. letter of resignation re- 
vives the difficulties which he has en- 
countered since an important group in 
Parliament insisted on secret sessions 
of the Chamber of Deputies, which he 
disapproved. The letter also points out 
that more than 150 members of the 
Chamber declined to vote on his recent 
request for a vote of confidence,

WARWICK HOUGH DIES AT 80 


Was Once Chief Justice of Missouri 
Supreme Court. 

Warwick Hough, former Chief Justice 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, and. 
later a Judge of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, died yesterday at his home, 5884

Servians, and, if possible, prevent the 
Austro-Germans from cutting their way 
through Servia. 

With the Austro-German and Bulga- 
rian lines joined, of course, the Austro- 
German drive already is successful, so 
far as cutting a way through Servia is 
immediately concerned. It is now pos- 
sible for them to send war supplies over- 
land to a point in Bulgaria, where they 
can be shipped by rail.

This was ac- 
cepted by persons familiar with politt- 
cal conditions as a notice that he did 
not want Senator Stone to make nis 
promised speech on State affairs. 

A few minutes later the Governor de- 
clared that those who opposed the poli- 
cies of President Wilson would be 


opinion,” and that public servants were 
judged by their acts.” This was taken 
as a direct slap at Senator Reed, who 
has opposed several past administration 
measures. 

The Senators in their speeches made 
no replies to the Governor, but Senatoi 
Stone, in an interview, said:

Senator Reed said: There is no occa- 
sion for anybody to pick up an arrow

| Kearney of the Wabash st the Commercial Club 
‘| @inner, ‘made clear the present of the 
St. Louis railroads, which are representative of 
other railroad properties suffering from insuf- 
ficient: income, and the immediate causes of 
their financial troubles. In short, the railroads 
are not earning enough money to pay their bills, 
not to speak of providing needed equipment, re- 
pairs and extensions required for safe and 
adequate service. a 

The revenues do not justify needed expendi- 
tures and investments. 

Mr. Bush says whatever railroad over-capital- 
ization there may have been has been wiped out, 
but, regardless of that point, the roads do not 

earn enough to pay expenses and interest on 
sme investment. 

It is a condition, not a theory, that confronts 
us. It is a sad condition, alien and hostile to 
prosperous and expanding business. Industry 
and commerce cannot thrive and grow without 


adequate transportation and terminal facilities. 


We cannot have adequate transportation facil- 
ities without prosperous railroads. It goes with- 
out saying that sufficient transportation facili- 
ties are vital necessaries to business and that 
they cannot be provided and maintained without 
sufficient income for expenses, improvements 
and fair profits. Without a certainty of suffi- 
cient revenue to assure profitable operation it 
is vain to seek new capital for needed extensions 
and improvements. 

These are axioms of business, 

Hard times, of course, in a measure have con- 
tributed to this condition. But practical rail- 
road men agree that low rates are the prin- 
cipal causes. The problem is to get railroad 
rates, state and interstate, adjusted to railroad 
needs. 

One vital point overlooked by railroad men 
is the real obstacle to a popular realization of 
the condition. of the railroads and a sound public 
sentiment in favor of an effectual remedy. This 
obstacle is\a great body of hostile public opinion 
against the railroads. The people are deeply 
resentful of railroad mismanagement, graft and 
corruption in the past. They are resentful of 
railroad control of politics and railroad influence 
in legislatures and courts; they are resentful 
of the discriminations, rebates and free pass 
abuses which disgraced railroad management; 
they are resentful of the shameless lobbies and 
criminal Slush funds maintained by railroads for 
purposes of greed and oppression. ; 
It is useless to recount the story. It belongs 
to the past, except as a matter of revelation 
through official investigations, receiverships 
and court proceedings. It is this public opinion, 
hostile to action in behalf of railroads, suspicious 
of railroad men and men who plead for the rail- 
roads, which has hitherto rendered plain state- 
ments of fact about railroad conditions and in- 


ritt. guttielent revenues ineffectual. It is this hostile 


and suspicious attitude of the people that has 
jgiven opportunity to political demagogues. and 
official sandbaggers, many of them raised and 
nurtured by, the railroads themselves, to strike 
deadly blows at railroad interests. 

What is the remedy? 

It is evident that nothing permanent and 
effectual can be done without favorable public 
opinion. The sentiment of the people must be 
changed—that is the prime necessity. 

Public opinion must be informed, directed and 
crystallized in support of sound policies towards 
railroads. This work must be done in the main 
by leaders of public opinion not associated with 
railroads nor influenced by railroads. Rallroad 
officials have reached the end of their tether. 
They must have the ald of business and profes- 
sional men, of the representatives of all inter- 
ests who understand conditions and realize the 
need of action. But railroad men must oo- op- 
erate in at least two important ways: 

1. By taking the railroads out of politics; they 
must be handled as a great branch of business 
holding special privileges as a return for adequate 
service at reasonable rates. “ | 
2. By throwing all their cards on the table 


fand taking the people into their confidence. Rail- 
road men must deal fairly and frankly with the 
public and, putting all_political and financial 


manipulations, all underhand deals and _ Specu- 
lative juggling aside, prove that ‘they are siriv- 
ing to give economical, honest, efficient service 
in return for fair pay. The business of the 
St. railroads, as common carriers and quasi-public 
corporations, is the public’s business. 

With this co-operation, leaders of public etn 


ion should concentrate upon a public demand for

INNOCENTS SAORIFICED. ae We 
Whatever started the flames in the St. John’s 
parochial school at Peabody, these _— caused 
the loss of life: | 
Lack of fire ¢qscapes. : 
Exit doors that opened inwardly and became 
jammed, trapping the panic-stricken children. 
Wooden stairs and other wooden interior con- 
struction through which the fire spread so rapidly 
as to cut off escape from the upper floors. 


Cleveland on March 4, 1908, in which children 
thrown from their feet in mounds near the exits 
perished to the number of 174, were duplicated 
op a lesser scale. The heroism of the sisters of 
the teaching force kept the number of the St. 
‘Johns fatalities at 21. : 

These repeated lessons on the essentials of 
safety must not be lost on communities that have 
been spared such horrors, Precautions against 
the outbreak and spread of fire and facilities for 
the escape of inmates are as necessary at private 
as at public schools. A general examination of 
safeguards at all schools, private and public, 
should follow this Peabody disaster. 

St. Louis’ protection is vulnerable at many 
points. Additional power over the cheap lodging 
houses of the city should be conferred on the 
City Building Inspector. Eivery one of the lodg- 
ing houses of this class is a fire trap and their 
sanitary conditions make them all dangerous 
centers of communicable disease. 

They are, of course, hotels and guests of 
straightened means should not be compelled to 
stop at them at the existing risk of ~— and 
loss of life by fire. 
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PRESH-AIR CARS FOR OCRANES. 

“Fresh-air Fiends,” as they call them in Chi- 
cago, have obtained special favor from the ele- 
vated railway system of that Windy City. Fresh- 
air cars, windowless and unheated, will be run— 
one every half-hour or so at the beginning of the 
experiment—for out-of-door cranks. 
We believe that such cranks and fiends (among 
whom we are proud to be counted) would appre- 
ciate similar concessions in St. Louis—and the 
concessions save the company coal and window 
washing. If some of the rich prefer open auto- 
mobiles to limousines in winter, some of the 
smart poor would rather take a chance for life in 
cold, fresh-air cars than in hot foul-air cars. 
Fresh air is a free boon that the average man 
is just beginning to appreciate. If it cost money 
perhaps it would be more popular. Free ag it is, 
ic is better worth cultivating than any luxury, 
however costly.

DEFEAT OF BILL TO. 
= FRG HOUSING 7 
LAWS EXPECTED 


Measure Provides for Licensing 
Fee of $1 to Pay for : 
Inspectors. 


The Board of Aldermen today is ex- 
pected to act unfavorably on a bill pre- 
pared by the Health Department de- 
signed to enforce the present tenement 
house laws throughout the city. 

The bill provides an annual license fee 
of $1 for the purpose of employing in- 
spectors. The chief provisions which it 
is aimed to enforce require running wa- 
ter om each floor, lights in hallways at 
night, prohibition of the use of cellars 
as dwellings and the overcrowding of 
rooms with lodgers. The regulations ap- 
ply to all dwelling houses occupied by 
two families or more living separately. 
Very little has been done by the Health 
Department in the last few years to 
enforce housing laws, because of a lack 
of inspectors. Health Commissioner 
Starkloff proposed the license system, 
because it seemed impossible to secure. 
funds for the employment of inspectors 
in any other way. 

No Advocates at Hearing. 

The Real Estate Exchange has 
made a bitter fight on the bill on the 
ground that'it would create an ad- 
ditional tax on small investments, 
merely for the employment of addi- 
tional job-holders. At the public 
hearing held on Tuesday last, no ad- 
vocates appeared for the bill. The 
Civic League urged the Board of Al- 
dermen, however, to adopt some 
means to enforce the present housing 
laws, although taking the position 
that an annual fee was a radical 
step to secure funds which had not 
been demonstrated as yet to be nec- 
essary. The league pointed out, how- 
ever, that such a license system is 
in effect in Philadelphia and other 
cities, and that it has been recom- 
mended by the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce, representing the business 
interests. 

As a result of the present movement, 
the Civic League has called a general 
housing conference of all the organiza- 
tions which work in the poorer and 
congested parts of the city for next 
Monday at the Mercantile Club. The 
conference will take up not only the]! 
enforcément of the tenement house laws, 
but the enactment of another bill pend- 
ing before the Board of Aldermen reg-

Board of Aldermen. It proposes the san- 


itary regulations of these houses, num- 
bering 12 to 150. At the present time 
investigation shows that they are over- 
crowded, breeders of disease and dan- 
gerous from the standpoint of fire. The 
regulations follow closely those in ef- 
fect in New York, Chicago, Cleveland 
and other large cities and were drafted 
by the Health Department and special 
counsel of the city, Hugh K. Wagner. 

The Civic League made an exhaustive 
investigation of lodging conditions in 
1912, regulations being drawn by for- 


mer Building Commissioner James A. 
Smith and Holt Roudebush, former As- 
sistant City Counselor. There is prac- 
tically no regulation of these houses in 
St. Louis today. 

The League states that it is only by 
good fortune that St. Louis has been 
spared lodging house epidemics and 
fires which have stirred other cities 
into action. Practically all the or- 
ganlzations to be represented in the 
housing conference on Monday have 
idorsed the proposed regulation of 
cheap lodging houses, and it is ex- 
pected that they will conduct a vigor- 
ous campaign for its enactment. 

A new impetus to better housing in St. 
Louis is expected from thé organiza- 
tion of the conference. It is probable 
that Lawrence Veiller, secretary of the 
National Housing Association, with 
headquarters in New York, will be asked | 
to come to St. Louis in the near future 
to aid the conference in its work.

In 
fact, from the beginning of the Eu- 
ropean war but two armed private ves- 
sels have entered or cleared from ports 
of this country and as to these vessels 
their character as merchant vessels was 
conclusively established.“
